FARM LOAN MEETING 
HELD HERE TUESDAY 


Plans for financing farm ers in the 
flooded areas of Southeast 
Missouri 
through low-interest short-term loans 
for crop-making purposes only, were 
presented to county farm agents of 
the district at 
a conference 
in this 
city Tuesdayr* 
A fund of $200,000 to be used 
in 
making loans to farm ers in New Ma­ 
drid, Mississippi, Scott and Dunklin 
counties has been made available thru 
the Arkansas Finance 
Corporation, 
which was formed to aid flood suffer­ 
ers in A rkansas, but which will 
ex­ 
tend its aid to this district. 
Loans will be made only to farm ­ 
ers in the flooded area and only 
to 
carry 
farmers over 
the 
period 
in 
which the crop is maturing. 
It 
is 
planned through this method to take 
up the work.where 
Red 
Cross 
aid 
ceases, the latter relief organization 
having furnished feed and seed 
for 
many farmers. 
The loans will be limited to $5 an 
acre on cotton and $3 per 
acre 
on 
corn and sunflowers. 
The loans will 
bean six per cent interest until Oc­ 
tober 1 and after that date will bear 
eight per cent interest. 
Committees have been 
named 
in 
each of the counties to receive appli­ 
cations for loans. 
The farm er 
who 
desires the money must make appli­ 
cation, the committee review's it and 
sends it with the proper recommenda­ 
tion to the finance corporation offices 
at Little Rock, Ark. 
From there the 
money is sent out in semi-monthly or 
monthly payments, but each 
month 
an inspection is made of the 
grow­ 
ing crop by the local 
committee 
to 
see that work is going on. 
The owner of the 
land, 
however, 
must sign a rental waiver, and per­ 
sons or firms who have mortgages on 
livestock or farm machinery of 
the 
the tenant must also sign agreements 
that they will not foreclose until the 
crop is 
harvested. 
Everything 
the 
farmer has is security for the loan. 
The quota for New Madrid county 
under this arrangement is $100,000. 
W. M. Dawson, Jr., is chairman 
of 
the county committee, which will re­ 
ceive the applications, and the other 
members are County 
Agent 
Scott 
Julian and Jesse Miles of New Mad­ 
rid. 
Mississippi county’s suota 
is $50,- 
000. E. J. Deal of Charleston is chair­ 
man of the committee, and 
County 
Agent Paul H. Teal and E. C. Davis 
of East Prairie are members. 
Dunklin county has been 
allotted 
$25,000. I. R. L. Jones of Kennett is 
chairman of the committee, and oth­ 
er members are County Agent C. R. 
Talbert and J. A. Hemphill. 
Scott County’s quota is $7500 and 
Geo. Buchanan of Blodgett is chair­ 
man of the committee and T. A. An­ 
derson 
of 
Commerce 
and 
County 
Agent A. J. Renner are members. 
While other counties in the district 
have not applied for similar aid, it is 
expected that Pemiscot, Perry, Butler 
and Stoddard counties may do so. 
E. C. Matthews, who was 
instru­ 
mental in securing the aid 
for this 
district, said that the plan is similar 
to the used by the Intermediate Cred­ 
it banks, and will provide quick aid. 
He said that the Red Cross units in 
this territory have been allowed 
an 
additional sum for providing 
farm ­ 
ers with feed for their livestock and 
grain for planting, sufficient, he 
be­ 
lieves, to tide them 
over 
until 
the 
loans are available. He believes that 
the plan will be in use within two 
weeks.

DRAINAGE SEWERS 


The City Council, like the people 
of the town, have been very much agi­ 
tated about storm sewers for the City. 
Heavy pressure has been brought up­ 
on the Council to do something in the 
way of storm sewers. The recent wa­ 
ter situation in the City has been very 
damaging both to property and 
to 
health, and probably a more serious 
damage because 
strangers 
driving 
through water in our streets 
carry 
all over the country a very bad report. 
Many of them think it is river water. 
Anyhow, the City Council has 
de­ 
cided to submit the m atter 
to 
the 
people and see what they have to say. 
This is certainly a proper move on the 
part of the Council. The Councilmen 
are the agents or representatives of 
the people and they want to do what 
the people want done. 
The only way 
to determine this is to 
submit 
the 
m atter by special election to the peo­ 
ple. 
The Council haa passed the or­ 
dinance and notice is being published 
in the papers for the election on July 
5th. 
In order that the people might 
be fully advised, the Council has or­ 
dered an extensive notice to be given 
setting up in the notice 
the 
entire 
plan. 
It will be necessary 
in 
order to 
adopt this plan for it to carry by 
a 
two-thirds majority. By this plan the 
people merely adopt certain sections 
of the State Statute as a sewer char­ 
ter for the City. If the people adopt 
this ordinance by their vote, then the 
City Council will be 
authorized 
to 
lay out the City in sewer districts and 
proceed to sewer the City, one dis­ 


trict at a time, 
if 
preferable, 
and 
charge the cost of sewering by issu­ 
ing tax bills against the property in 
that particular district. 
If it should 
be considered desirable to sewer the 
whole city at once, 
then 
tax 
bills 
would issue at one time in each 
of 
the districts laid out for sewer pur­ 
poses. This is the only method where­ 
by it is now possible to 
get 
storm 
sewers for the 
City, as it cannot be 
done by bond issue, since the law will 
not permit the City to vote bonds suf­ 
ficient to do this work, because 
the 
present indebtedness of the city is too 
close to the total amount of indebted­ 
ness that the City can have under the 
law. 
The plan presented is the one 
that has been used for years by Cape 
Girardeau and other third class cities 
of the State.

against the three.

OF GANGSTERS FOUND 


Marion, 111., June 13.—The body of 
Mrs. Lory Price, shot in the back by 
gangsters on the night when her hus­ 
band, 
State 
Highway 
Patrolman 
Price, was murdered, was found today 
in the abandoned mine 
shaft 
near 
Whiteash, where, according to 
Art 
Newman’s confession 
to the 
Post- 
Dispatch, it was thrown by Charles 
Birger’s associates. 
Newman charg­ 
es that Birger killed Price, and that 
the others killed Mrs. Price, the night 
of January 17, after both had been ab­ 
ducted from their home in Marion. 
Mrs. Price’s body was identified and 
claimed by her father, Dale Jackson, 
and by two relatives of Price, 
who 
recognized her purple dress, her outer 
coat, her gloves and her wrist watch. 
Thsee articles had been mentioned in 
descriptions of the missing wman. The 
watch, which was battered, had stop­ 
ped at 1:19, about the time of the af­ 
ter-midnight 
burial, 
according 
to 
Newman. 
The body was brought to Marion in 
an undertaker’s ambulance, and 
ex­ 
amination showed that it was in 
a 
good state of preservation, attributed 
to the depth at which it lay and the 
even 
temperature. 
The 
face 
was 
recognizable, although the nose was 
bruised, possibly broken. There were 
seven bullet wounds in the back, fur­ 
ther supporting Newman’s story. 
During 
the 
examination 
of the 
body, such a crowd gathered in front 
of the undertaking establishment that 
traffic was stopped 
until 
policemen 
cleared the street. 
The body was found at 12:10 p. m., 
at a point 34 feet below where exca­ 
vation had begun, and more than 50 
feet from the surface. 
It was 
im­ 
mediately under a mass 
of 
debris, 
such as was thrown upon the 
body 
by the murderers, according to New­ 
man’s storf, after they pitched it in­ 
to the shaft. A large concrete block, 
which had stood near the edge of the 
shaft, and which 
appeared to 
have 
been pushed in after the body, 
was 
another obstacle. 
When the discovery was announc­ 
ed, excavation was stopped, and Cor­ 
oner Bell was lowered into the 
pit. 
He was able to see the forehead and 
strands of hair. A fter he returned 
to the surface, the surrounding 
de­ 
bris was remover carefully, until it 
was possible to take out the body. 
The finding 
of 
the 
body, 
after 
more than three days’ digging, sup­ 
ports Newman’s confession, made to 
the writer, which was published ex- 
culsively in Saturday’s Post-Dispatch, 
simultaneously with Newman’s 
ap­ 
pearance before a special grand jury 
at Nashville. The grand jury indicted 
Birger, Connie Ritter, Ernest 
Blue, 
Riley Simmoss and 
Leslie 
Simpson 
for murder. Birger and Simpson are 
in custody, as are Newman and Fred 
Wooten, another gangster not indict­ 
ed thus far. 
Ritter, Blue and Simp­ 
son are at large. 
In telling of the brutal killing and 
unceremonious burial of the 
young 
wife, Newman spoke only on hearsay. 
His knowledge came from the state­ 
ments which he heard made by 
the 
other gangsters, when they returned 
to Birger’s cabin after Birger 
had 
shot Price through the body, but be­ 
fore Price was finally dispatched with 
Birger’s machine gun. 
In telling of 
the shooting of Price, Newman 
pro­ 
fessed to relate an eyewitness story.

ces FOR PAPER MONEY 


Predicted reforms in our paper cur 
rency are at last getting under way, 
it would seem from recent announce­ 
m ent in the daily 
press. 
For 
one 
thing, Secretary of the Treasury Mel­ 
lon has approved of the first change 
in the size of our paper money since 
1861, the first year of the Civil War. 
Our paper money is to be smaller 
except for the 
national 
bank-notes, 
which are soon to be 
retired. 
The 
present size of the currency is 7 7-16 
by 3 1-8 inches. The new bills, which 
may come out in about a .year, will 
be 6 1-8 by 2 5-8. At first, only one- 
dollar bills will be issued in the new 
size. 
And this, complains the New 
York World, “means that for 
some 
years to come the average citizen will 
have in his pocket bills of two differ­ 
ent sizfes”—and “if there is one thing 
which makes the 
American 
abroad 
proud of his country it is the fact that 
all our bills are the same size”. Sec­ 
retary Mellon is quoted as saying in 
a statement to the press: 
Currency in the reduced size 
has 
been used in the Phillippine Islands 
for a number 
of 
years, and money 
handlers, scch as bank 
tellers, 
find 
that it is more convenient in 
every 
respect than the larger size. 
The size will not be reduced to such 
an extent, however, as to make obso­ 
lete either money-counting machinery 
or cash registers now in use through­ 
out the country. 
In 
their 
smaller 
size, the notes will generally fit into 
the pocketbooks without being folded, 
which is not possible with currency 
in its present 
size. 
This 
frequent 
folding and creasing eventually break 
the fiber of the paper and hasten its 
deterioration and retirement from cir­ 
culation. Furthermore, the protection 
afforded by the smaller notes against 
imitation and alteration will, it is be­ 
lieved, be greater than in the case of 
the present larger design of the cur­ 
rency. 
There will be a total saving to the 
Government of almost a third in the 
cost of 
manufacturing 
the 
paper 
money. 
Mr. Mellon adds that — 
While some changes will be made 
in the design of the notes, they will 
retain practically all the major char­ 
acteristics of the 
present 
currency. 
Portraits now appearing on the notes 
will be reallocated in some Instances 
to avoid repetition, the plan being to 
restrict the use of a particular por­ 
trait to a given denominatiin of cur­ 
rency. 
While the Secretary does not state 
specifically just which pictures will be 
retained, we find a very interesting 
current discussion of what might well 


be done along this line in The Amer­ 
ican 
Bankers 
Association 
Journal 
(New York), where William Ather­ 
ton Dupuy calls to mind the large va­ 
riety of faces now found on our mon­ 
ey: 
Washington, an Indian chief, T. 
A. Hendricks, Daniel 
Manning, 
Ed­ 
ward Everett, Michael Hillegas, U. S. 
Grant, a woodsman, 
Hugh 
McCul­ 
lough, 
Abraham 
Lincoln, 
Thomas 
Jefferson, John Marshall, 
Benjamin 
Franklin, John Jay Knox, and 
many 
others. This writer suggests that we 
cut down the number of denomina­ 
tions of paper money to seven and re­ 
strict the number of faces used to the 
same number. He thinks that jt would 
be most practical to use seven well- 
known Presidential 
faces, 
alloting 
them to the seven bills he would re 
tain—ones, fives, tens, twenties, fif 
ties, hundreds, 
thousands. 
Mr. Du 
puy continues: 
There is little difference of opinion 
as to the portrait that should go on 
the ones. That of-Washington is al­ 
ready used on most of them. He was 
first in the hearts of his countrymen 
and should appear on the most-used 
bill. He should, of course, be used on 
it alone. 
Most of the one-dollar bills 
now carry the head 
of Washington. 
Establishing it as the symbol of the 
one-dollar bill is one step already tak­ 
en by the Treasury Department. 
It is generally admitted that 
the 
place of second importance, 
a place 
on the five-dollar bill should be giv­ 
en to Lincoln. 
Lincoln should always 
appear on the fives, and should never 
appear elsewhere. 
The face of Jefferson should appear 
on the ten-dollar bills. 
It should ap­ 
pear on no other note. 
For the twenty-dollar bill, Mr. Du­ 
puy suggests the distinctive picture 
of 
President 
Grant. 
After 
Grant 
comes the portrait 
of Cleveland 
to 
decorate the fifty-dollar bill. “Roose­ 
velt steps forth and bids for one 
of 
the two remaining posts. 
He would 
like a place on the hundred dollar bill. 
He deserves it as a strenuous idol of 
his people”. Finally we have the thou­ 
sand-dollar 
denomination, 
and 
to 
mark that with a portrait, “but one 
name sugests itself—that of Wood­ 
row Wilson”. 
Thus, we are told, 
We have the list of portraits for the 
simpliled currency that is some time 
to be established if order is to take 
the place of the present 
chaos, 
if 
economy in manufacture is to adjust 
itself to that which is typical of the 
time. 
It is as follows: 
One-dol^r ....................... Washington 
Five-dollar ................................ Lincoln 
Ten-dollar .............................. Jefferson 
Twenty-dollar ........................... Grant 
Fifty-dollar ......................... Cleveland 
Hundred-dollar ................... Roosevelt 
Thousand-dollar ....................... Wilson

NEW MADRID COUNTY I 
FARM BUREAU NEWS 


Corn planted after the 15th of June 
in New Madrid county should be from 
a good 90-day variety. 
If the 
90- 
day variety is not planted the farm er 
is running the very great risk of not 
getting a mature crop in the fall. The 
present indications 
are 
that 
corn 
prices will be much better in the fall, 
and in order to secure the best prices 
one must have good soynd com. 
Many farmers 
think 
they 
have 
corn that will mature in 90 or 
95 
days, when in reality they 
do 
not 
know’ what they do have. Under the 
serious handicap under which farm ­ 
ing must be done this year, all risks 
must be eliminated where possible. 
Do not guess that your corn will ma­ 
ture in 90 days, or do not guess that 
the fall will be late—buy a real 
90- 
day corn, and eliminate to the guess 
work. 
There are a few’ small lots of 90- 
day corn among the farmers in 
the 
county, there is also some being ship­ 
ped in. 
Farmers desiring to secure 
these should lot their County Agent 
know. 
Soybeans Build Soil Fertility 
Doubling the corn yield by turning 
under a crop of soybeans is the re­ 
markable experience of Fred 
Geske 
of Matthews. 
In his report to Scott 
M. Julian, 
County Extension Agent, he 
stated 
that this spring he was planting 
20 
acres of soybeans 
for 
the 
express 
purpose of turning them under. 
He 
was doing this because the year be­ 
fore, due to adverse weather 
condi­ 
tions, he had been forced to turn un­ 
der a crop 
of 
soybeans 
which he 
could not harvest properly. 
He felt 
that this was the only procedure open 
to him and that he w’ould have to suf­ 
fer a loss involved. 
But to his surprise when he plant­ 
ed corn on this field later, he found 
that the corn on the part of the field 
which had the soybeans turned under 
yielded double the amount yielded by

NEEDEOJT FARMERS 


Jefferson City, 
June 
13.—Warm, 
“sunshiny” weather is needed by Mis­ 
souri farmers to permit the comple­ 
tion of planting and first cultivation 
of crops, the State Board of Agricul­ 
ture and the U. S. Bureau of Agricul- 
tral Economics said in a joint state­ 
ment here today. 
With May conditions 
unfavorable, 
present indications are for more idle 
land than was seen in tho Htate last 
year, the statement added. 
Wheat wras 77 per cent normal ear­ 
ly in June, losing five points during 
May, owing to bad weather, rust, hail, 
lodging, excessive rains, standing wa­ 
ter and overflows. 
The June indica­ 
tions forecast a crop 
of 
20,648,000 
bushels, averaging 13.32 bushels 
to 
the acre, compared to 21,282,000 bush­ 
els last year. 
The corn crop will be irregular, the 
forecast said, getting off to a 
poor 
start. 
Only about 60 per cent 
was 
planted on June 1, with the season 22 
days late. 
Fields have 
plowed 
upj 
hard 
and 
cloddy, 
requiring extra 
work, and excessive rain has necessi­ 
tated much replanting. 
Temperatures have been favorable. 
The 1927 hay crop should much rain 
has slowed up growth. 
Early sown 
oats are fairly good, but late seedings 
will need much favorable weather in­ 
to July. The oats condition is 69 per 
cent normal, against 58 per cent last 
June. 
Hay crops are generally favorable. 
The 1927 hay crop 
should 
average 
considerably above the 1.12 tons per 
acre of 1926, although much alfalfa in 
the best districts has been killed by 
overflow and the crop 
is 
generally 
less promising than other hays, 
the 
statement asserted. 
Spring conditions have been favor­ 
able for most grass seedings, and the 
ble grass seed crop in northwest Mis­ 
souri is good. 
Pastures are fine 
in 
practically all sections, 94 per cent 
normal against 66 in 1926. 
Livestock 
is doing well on abundant grass. 
The planting of soybeans, cowpeas, 
kaffir and 
cane 
has 
been delayed 
awaiting 
the 
completion 
of 
corn 
planting with the 
probability 
that 
soybeans, kaffir 
and 
“catch” crops 
will be increased over the 1926 acre­ 
age. 
May conditions have been unfavor­ 
able to gardens and vegetable crops. 
Potatoes have rotted badly and stands 
are poor with considerable loss 
of 
acreage in the Orrick district.

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LEVEE 
CONSTRUCTION 
IS FOR THE GOVERNMENT 


Along with the encouraging pros­ 
pect that the government will 
make 
impossible another disaster such 
as 
the Mississippi 
Valley 
experienced 
this spring is an intimation that there 
is still a disposition to requre land- 
iwners in the stricken area to pay a 
proportionate part as formerly. 
Any idea that landowners in the ov­ 
erflowed section have any responsibil­ 
ity in this matter, or should be requir­ 
ed to pay any part of the cost of pro­ 
tection, is absurd. 
It should be got­ 
ten out of the mind of anyone who en­ 
tertains it. 
It is a duty and a responsibility of 
he government. 
It is not an obliga­ 
tion on any individual. Certainly the 
bligation does not rest on those wrho 
have suffered most. 
To expect those whose farms were 
inundated, whose tenant houses were 
wept aw'ay, whose 
live 
stock were 
Irowmed and feedstuff and 
planting 
seed destroyed to assume a part 
of 
he cost, w'ould place an impossible 
barrier against the completion of the 
program of prevention. It would 
be 
is unreasonable for the 
government 
to say to a destitute soldier who lost 
both legs in war that the government 
would pay for one leg if he would pay 
tor the other. 
Under the existing plan 
of 
levee 
construction the government pays two 
dollars for each one dollar paid by ad­ 
jacent landowners. 
That policy 
re­ 
sulted in stretches of levee that were 
not up to standard. 
They could not 
be brought to standard because land­ 
owners could not defray their part of 
the cost. 
No protection is afforded territory 
back of a levee of standard type if a 
tretch of levee north of it is not up 
to standard. 
One might as well ex 
pect a chain with a weak link 
here 
and there to hold as to expect a levee 
to function so long as it depends on 
the finacidl ability of individual pro 
perty owners to bring all sections of 
the levees up to standard.

It is enough 
to ask of them to suffer the

quences without requiring

to 
assume part of an exclusive federal 
obligation.

If sugar is needed, and as most fruit 
gelatins are improved by adding the 
juice of half a lemon some sugar will 
be necessary—put it into one cup of 
water or less and bring it to the boil­ 
ing point. 
The amount of sugar de­ 
pends on the acidity of the fruit juice. 
Half to three-fourths of a cup is of­ 
ten needed. Add the softened gelatin 
to the hot sirup, then add 2V* cups of 
uncooked fruit juice—orange, or pine­ 
apple or grape,—whatever you have. 
Stir thoroughly and strain into molds. 
In thia way the flavor of the uncook­ 
ed fruit juice is retained, and its vi­ 
tamins are not destroyed by heating. 
In warm weather reduce the amount 
of added water somewhat.

Practically everyone who build« a 
Some, except those who put up housas 
to Mil, wants and seeks Individuality. 
Psw people erect homes with any other 
tBpeotatlon than that they will live In 
them many years. For this reason 
they select designs that are different 
from those in the neighborhood, for 
that la what lends distinction to the 
■ew home; It reflects the “Individual­ 
ity*' of the owners. 
Nothing Is so inartistic aa a row of 
bouses that all present the same ap­ 
pearance. Undoubtedly the reader has 
east his eye along a street In which 
the homes were all built at the same 
time, by tbe same builder. There may 
be slight changes In the roof lines of 
the different houses; the porches may 
be larger or smaller, and placed at dif­ 
ferent points; but the general effect 
has a “sameness" that leads to the 
thought that “here Is a neighborhood 
of a people who have no ideas, or, 
vathet, no Ideas different from their 
neighbors, when it conies to building s 
home." 
To meet this desire for something 
different from the general run, archi­ 
tects have racked their brains, called 
on their experience and education and 
have evolved from their mind« so 
many different home designs that 
there Is little If any excuse for the 
prospective builder to have anything 
but a house that la distinctive. Of 
course, In following this idea no one 
wants to pick a house that Is so differ­ 
ent from Us neighbors that it looks 
out of place, but It can be and must 
be, to give tbe satisfaction that t home 
builder deserves, an outstanding build­ 
ing. 
The bungalow presents many oppor­ 
tunities for variety. Also, any of the 
different borne building materials may 
be used In its construction. This 
gives a chance for a row of bungalows 
to be very dissimilar and still give har­ 
mony to tbe appearance of a street or 
■ neighborhood. 
Such a bungalow la shown In the ac­ 
companying Illustration. A study of 
the exterior lines will show how dis­ 
tinctive it Is. Thgre are few straight 
Unea, but the angles and corners are 
graceful and, as a whole, it Is harmoni­ 
ous. This home, of course, will cost 
more than the average bungalow of 
simple design, but for those who want 
to put a little extra mouey into a 
home, It Is a design that can be highly 
recommended.

mensions, while st the rear Is ths 
kitchen, T by 11 feet 3 inches. A door 
leading out of the dining room con­ 
nects with s short hall. At either end 
of this hall are two bedrooms, each 
the same else, 10 feet 8 inches by 12 
feet 6 Inches. Between the bedrooms 
and directly opposite the door Into the 
dining room Is the bathroom.

Another feature of this bungalow is

FARM BUREAU NEWS 


Renewing the Strawberry Bed 
watching you, Mr. Berry Grower. Not 
The 
eyes 
of 
Scott 
County 
are 
only have they noticed you this year, 
but they are anxiously aw aiting 1928 
to *?ee what you will do. 
If the fol­ 
lowing 
suggestions 
are 
observed, 
(barring w eather conditions), 
your 
crop will no doubt be a success. The 
excessive rain fall during the straw ­ 
berry harvest, created 
an 
unusually 
heavy plant growth and a renewal of 
the beds with a heavy plant growth 
is necessary. 
The renewal of a straw berry 
field 
after harvest involves the 
following 
operations: first the renewing of the 
tops of the plants by mowing, and sec­ 
ond, the reduction of the num ber of 
plants by plowing and hoeing. 
Fol­ 
lowing the renewal of the straw ber­ 
ry field, frequent shallow 
cultivation 
should be given during the rem ainder 
of the growing season. 
The purpose of renewal is to thin 
out 
the 
older 
and less productive 
plants in the rows and to give 
those 
th at rem ain an opportunity to 
make 


vigorous, healthy new 
plants. 
The 
amount of thinning will depend upon 
the fertility of the soil, season, stand, 
vigor and thriftiness of 
the 
plants, 
and the ability of the variety to pro­ 
duce new plants. 
In old fields where 
the stand is poor and 
the 
condition 
unfavorable for plant making, few if 
any plants should be removed. Where 
th e 
conditions 
are 
good 
fo r 
the 
growth 
and 
multiplication 
of 
the 
plants, they may be thinned with 
a 
hoe, or plow leaving a row of plants 
closer together, then originally 
set, 
because they will not make as many 
runners and plants as a rule, as they 
did the first year. 
The straw berry field should usually 
be mowed and raked immediately af­ 
te r the harvesting period. 
These op­ 
erations will rid the patch of injured 
leaves, and assist in the control 
of 
fungous diseases and insect pests. A 
mowing machine with the cu tter bar 
tilted slightly in front may be used 
ccectively for this 
purpose. 
A fter 
mowing th e leaves and mulch may be 
raked into wind-rows 
and 
removed 
from the field. 
Thme next opeation after removing 
leaves and mulch is to narrow-down 
the old m atted row. 
This m ay be ac­ 
complished in a number of ways. One 
of the m ost common is the 
plow 
a 
furrow down either side of the 
row, 
throw ing the soil away from the row. 
The same results may also be secur­ 
ed by running twice between the rows 
with a two horse cultivator. 
In this 
way the old straw berry row is 
re­ 
duced to the desired width, which is 
usually from 8 to 12 inches. 
After the width of the straw berry 


row’ has been reduced the soil is level­ 
led and cultivated with 
the 
harrow. 
The harrow is operated 
in 
the rows 
and across the rows, thus pulverizing 


and spreading the soil 
around 
the 
plants. 
Some of the crowns 
of the 
plants m ay be slightly bruised 
and 
injured as a result of the cultivation 
across the rows, but this 
injury 
is 
seldom if ever, severe enough to over­ 
balance the beneficial effects of 
the 
cultivation and the fresh 
loose soil 
placed around the crowm of the plants. 
Since the crown of 
the 
straw berry 
plant grow s further out of the ground 
each year it is very im portant 
that 
fresh soil be brought up and w’orked 
around the base of the old crowns at 
the time of renewal. The hoe may be 
used a fte r plowing, to level and pul­ 
verize the soil, to accomplish addition­ 
al thinning if needed and to remove 
od crowns and weeds. 
Better results m ay be secured 
if 
renewed fields are fertilized. 
An ap­ 
plication of 200 to 250 pourftis of acid 
phosphate per acre may be applied to 
the rows and harrowed into the soil. 
A fter removal, frequent and thorough 
cultivation particularly 
soon 
after 
rains should be given until 
growth 
ceases in the fall.

CES FOR PAPER MONEY 


Predicted reform« in our paper cur­ 
rency are a t last getting under way, 
it would seem from recent announce­ 
m e n t in the daily 
pres*. 
For 
one 
thing, Secretary of the Treasury Mel­ 
lon ha« approved of the first change 
in the size of our paper money since 
1861, the first year of the Civil War. 
Our paper money is to be sm aller— 
except for the 
national 
bank-notes, 
which are soon to 
be 
retired. 
The 
present size of the currency is 7 7-16 
by 3 1-8 inches. The new bills, which 
may come out in about a year, will 
be 6 1-8 by 2 6-8. 
At first, only one- 
dollar bills will be issued in the new 
nze. 
And this, complains the New 
York World, “means th a t for 
some 
years to come the average citizen will 
have in his pocket bills of two differ­ 
ent sizbs”—and “if there is one thing 
which makes the 
American 
abroad 
proud of his country it is the fact that 
all our bills are the same size”. Sec­ 
retary Mellon is quoted as saying in, 
a statem ent to the press: 
Currency in the reduced size 
has 
been used in the Phillippine Islands 
for a num ber 
of 
years, and money 
handlers, scch as bank 
tellers, 
find 
th a t it is more convenient in 
every 
respect than the larger size. 
The size will not be reduced to such 
an extent, however, as to make obso­ 
lete either money-counting machinery 
or cash registers now in use through­ 
out the country. 
In 
their 
sm aller 
size, the notes will generally fit into 
the pocketbooks without being folded, 
which is not possible with currency 
in its present 
size. 
This 
frequent 
folding and creasing eventually break 
the fiber of the paper and hasten its 
deterioration and retirem ent from cir­ 
culation. Furtherm ore, the protection 
afforded by the sm aller notes against 
im itation and alteration will, it is be­ 
lieved, be greater than in the case of 
the present larger design of the cur­ 
rency. 
There will be a total saving to the 
Government of almost a third in the 
cost of 
m anufacturing 
the 
pnper 
money. 
Mr. Mellon adds that — 
While some changes will be made 
in the design of the notes, they will 
retain practically all the m ajor char­ 
acteristics of the 
present 
currency. 
P ortraits now appearing on the notes 
will be reallocated in some Instances 
to avoid «»petition, the plan being to 
restrict the use of a particular por­ 
tra it to a given denom inatiin of cur­ 
rency. 
While the Secretary does not state 
specifically just which pictures will be 
retained, we find a very interesting 
current discussion of what might well 


be done along this line in The Amer­ 
ican 
Bankers 
Association 
Journal 
(New Y ork), where W illiam A ther­ 
ton Dupuy calls to mind the large va­ 
riety of faces now found on our mon­ 
ey: 
W ashington, an Indian chief, T. 
A. Hendricks, Daniel 
Manning, 
Ed­ 
ward E verett, Michael Hillegas, U. S. 
G rant, a woodsman, 
Hugh 
McCul­ 
lough, 
Abraham 
Lincoln, 
Thomas 
Jefferson, John M arshall, 
Benjamin 
Franklin, John Jay Knox, and 
many 
others. This w riter suggests th at we 
cut down the num ber 
of 
denom ina­ 
tions of paper money to seven and re­ 
strict the number of faces used to the 
same number. He thinks th a t j t would 
be most practical to use seven well- 
known Presidential 
faces, 
ailoting 
them to the seven bills he would re­ 
tain—ones, fives, tens, tw enties, fif­ 
ties, hundreds, 
thousands. 
Mr. Du- 
puy continues: 
There is little difference of opinion 
as to the portrait th at should go on 
the ones. 
T hat of W ashington is al­ 
ready used on m ost of them. He was 
first in the hearts of his countrym en 
and should appear on the most-used 
bill. 
He should, of course, be used on 
it alone. 
Most of the one-dollar bills 
now carry the head 
of W ashington. 
Establishing it as the symbol of the 
one-dollar bill is one step already tak ­ 
en by the T reasury Departm ent. 
It is generally adm itted that 
the 
place of second im portance, 
a place 
on the five-dollar bill should be giv­ 
en to Lincoln. 
Lincoln should always 
appear on the fives, and should never 
appear elsewhere. 
The face of Jefferson should appear 
on the ten-dollar bills. 
It should ap­ 
pear on no other note. 
For the tw enty-dollar bill, 
Mr. Du­ 
puy suggests the distinctive picture 
of 
President 
G rant. 
A fter 
Grant 
comes the portrait 
of Cleveland 
to 
decorate the fifty-dollar bill. “ Roose­ 
velt steps forth and bids for one 
of 
the two rem aining posts. 
He would 
like a place on the hundred dollar bill. 
He deserves it as a strenuous idol of 
his people”. Finally we have the thou­ 
sand-dollar 
denomination, 
and 
to 
mark that with a portrait, “but one 
name sugests itself—th at of Wood- 
row Wilson". 
Thus, w’e are told, 
We have the list of portraits for the 
simpliled currency th at is some time 
to be established if order is to take 
the place of the present 
chaos, 
if 
economy in m anufacture is to adjust 
itself to that which is typical of 
the 
time. 
It is as follows: 
One-doljpr ......................... W ashington 
Five-dollar ............... 
Lincoln 
Ten-dollar ............................... Jefferson 
Twenty-dollar ............................. G rant 
Fifty-dollar ........................... 
Cleveland 
Hundred-dollar .................... Roosevelt

day variety is not planted the farm er 
is running the very g reat risk of not 
getting a m ature crop in the fall. The 
present indications 
are 
that 
corn 
prices will be much better in the fall, 
and in order to secure the best prices 
one m ust have good soynd com. 
Many farm ers 
think 
they 
have 
com that will m ature in 90 or 
96 
days, when in reality they 
do 
not 
know what they do have. 
Under the 
serious handicap under which farm ­ 
ing must be done this year, all risks 
m ust be elim inated where possible. 
Do not guess th at your corn will m a­ 
ture in 90 days, or do not guess that 
the fall will be late—buy a real 
90- 
day corn, and elim inate to the guess 
work. 
There are a few small lots of 90- 
day corn among the farm ers in 
the 
county, there is also some being ship­ 
ped in. 
Farm ers desiring to secure 
these should let their County A gent 
know. 
Soybeans Build Soil Fertility 
Doubling the corn yield by turning 
under a crop of soybeans is the re­ 
m arkable experience of Fred 
Geske 
of M atthews. 
In his report to Scott 
M. Julian, 
County Extension Agent, he 
stated 
th at this spring he was planting

acres of soybeans

tion of planting and first cultivation 
of crops, the State Board of Agricul­ 
ture and the U. S. Bureau of Agricul- 
tral Economics said in a joint state­ 
m ent here today. 
W ith May conditions 
unfavorable, 
present indications are for more idle 
land than was seen in the fta te 
last 
year, the statem ent added. 
W heat was 77 per cent normal ear­ 
ly in June, losing five points during 
May, owing to bad w eather, rust, hail, 
lodging, excessive rains, standing w a­ 
ter and overflows. 
The June indica­ 
tions forecast a crop 
of 
20,648,000 
bushels, averaging 13.32 bushels 
to 
the acre, compared to 21,282,000 bush­ 
els last year. 
The corn crop will be irregular, the 
forecast said, getting off 
to a 
poor 
start. 
Only about 60 per cent 
was 
planted on June 1, with the season 22 
days late. 
Fields have 
plowed 
hard 
and 
cloddy, 
requiring extra 
work, and excessive rain has necessi­ 
tated much replanting. 
Tem peratures have been favorable. 
The 1927 hay crop should much rain 
has slowed up growth. 
Early sown 
oats are fairly good, but late seeding* 
will need much favorable w eather in­ 
to July. The oats condition is 69 per 
cent normal, against 68 per cent last 
June. 
Hay crops are generally favorable.

Stir thoroughly and strain into molds. 
In this way the flavor of the uncook­ 
ed fruit juice is retained, and its vi­ 
tam ins are not destroyed by heating.

heavy plant growth and a renewal of 
the beds with a heavy plant growth 
is necessary. 
The renewal of a straw berry 
field 
after harvest involves the 
following 
Iterations: first the renewing of the 
tops of the plants by mowing, and sec­ 
ond, the reduction of the num ber of 
plants by plowing and hoeing. 
Fol­ 
lowing the renewal of the straw ber­ 
ry field, frequent shallow 
cultivation 
should be given during the rem ainder 
of the growing season. 
The purpose of renewal is to thin 
out 
the 
older 
and less productive 
plants in the rows and to give

th at rem ain an opportunity to

any plants should he removed. Where 
the 
conditions 
are 
good 
for 
the 
grow th 
ami 
m ultiplication 
of 
the 
plants, they may be thinned with 
a 
h<ie or plow leaving a row of plants 
closer together, then originally 
set. 
because they will not make as many 
runners and plants as a rule, as they 
did the first year. 
The straw berry field should usually 
be mowed and raked immediately a f­ 
ter the harvesting period. 
These op­ 
e ra tio n s will rid the patch of injured 
| leaves, and assist in the control 
of 
! fungous diseases and insect pests. A 
mowing machine with the cutter bar 
tilted slightly in front may be used 
eeectively for this 
purpose. 
A fter 
mowing the leaves and mulch may be 
raked into wind-rows 
and 
removed 
from the field. 
Thme next opeation after removing 
leaves and mulch is to narrow-down 
the old m atted row. This may be ac­ 
complished in a number of ways. One 
of the most common is the 
plow 
a 
furrow down either side of the 
row, 
throw ing the soil away from the row. 
The same results may also be secur­ 
ed by running tw ee between the rows 
with a two horse cultivator. 
In this 
jw ay the old straw berry row is 
re­ 
duced to the desired width, which is 
usually from 8 to 12 inches. 
A fter the width of the straw berry 
row has been reduced the soil is level­ 
led and cultivated with 
the 
harrow. 
The harrow is operated 
in 
the row’s 
and across the rows, thus pulverizing 
and spreading the soil 
around 
the 
plants. 
Some of the crowns 
of the 
plnnts may be slightly bruised 
and 
injured as a result of the cultivation 
across the rows, but this 
injury 
is 
seldom if ever, severe enough to over­ 
balance the beneficial effects of 
the 
cultivation and the fresh 
loose soil 
placed around the crown of the plants. 
Since the crown of 
the 
straw berry 
plant grows further out of the ground 
each year it is very im portant 
that 
fresh soil be brought up and worked 
around the base of the old crowns at 
the tim e of renewal. The hoe may be 
used after plowing, to level and pul­ 
verize the soil, to accomplish addition­ 
al thinning if needed and to remove 
od crowns and weeds. 
B etter results may be secured 
if 
renewed fields are fertilized. 
An a p -, 
plication of 200 to 250 pouiftls of acid ' 
phosphate per acre may he applied to 
the rows and harrowed into the soil. 
A fter removal, frequent and thorough 
cultivation particularly 
soon 
after 
rains should be given until 
growth 
ceases in the fall.
